Dl discloses an organic photovoltaic component containing 
a substrate, a positive electrode, an organic 
semiconductor and a negative electrode (see figures 1 and 
2), a transport layer (layer 4) being structured between 
the electrode (3) and the semiconductor layer (5) (see 
figure 2) . The claimed component is also known from D2, 
all the layers, including the substrate, being structured 
(see figure 2 and page 7, lines 11 to 19). Thus the 
components known from Dl and D2 display all the features 
of claims 1 and 3 of the application. Consequently the 
subject matter of these claims is not novel (PCT Article 
33 (2) ) . 

The structuring as per Dl or D2 of the semiconductor layer 
(5 in Dl, 202 in D2) of the component is also achieved by 
retaining existing structuring of a lower layer (4 in Dl, 
204 in D2), to which the semiconductor layer is applied. 
This lower layer has to be considered an additional layer. 
Furthermore, as figure 2 of Dl clearly shows, the 
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semiconductor layer planarizes the structuring of the 
lower layer. Claims 4 to 6 do not meet the requirements of 
PCT Article 33(1) since, their subject matter is not novel
